Dear Mr. Haller:

On January 5 Yellow Cab Company of Chicago signed an
agreement with PacTel Teletrac to install Teletrac's fleet
tracking service in its entire fleet of 2,500 taxis. I
enclose a copy of Yellow Cab's press release announcing
the agreement.

Teletrac believes that there will be growing demand for
its services by firms such as Yellow Cab, yet it will be
difficult to continue to deploy the technology without
permanent rules to govern the service. Teletrac filed its
petition for rulemaking on May 26, 1992. While Teletrac
recognizes that there are a great many demands on the time
and resources of the Commission's staff, both the
Commission and Congress have made it clear that the
highest priority is to be given to new services and
technologies. I hope that the Commission will undertake a
rulemaking proceeding in the very near future consistent
with the proposal in Teletrac's petition.
